‘one fmall congregation of Quakers, and one of Anabaptits, The num- 
ber of houles that pay the window-tax is 115: the number exempted, 78, 
The number of inns, or ale-houfes, i The parithioners are employed 
in agriculture, manufaures, inn-keeping, horfe-keeping, 8c. One farm 
confifts of 100 acres * the others are fmall, 

‘The partth ss, principally, 1m paflure. Wheat, barley, and beans, are 
cultivated, in that part, which is open field, ‘The rent of land is about £3. 
an acre. The land-tax is at 38, in the pound; and produces £247. 18s, 
There are no commons, or waite Iinds, Farmers chiefly rent then own 
tithes, ‘The common wages of labour, in hufband-), are, r+, a day, withe 
out board ; 20d. a day, has latcly ne ghven, on account of the dearnefs

of provifions. In the flraw work, which is the flaple manufature of the 
Place, a woman can carn from 6s, to 12s, a week; children, from 28, to 
ys aweck, ‘This bulinelS has given emplovment, for the laft 20 years, 
to very woman, who wifhed to work: and, for 10 years back, fraw 
work has fold wall, particularly in the pring. Earnings in this line, have, 
for the lat four yeats, been exceedingly gicst, which, in fome meafute, 
perluipsy accounts for the Poor's Rates not having sifen during that period. 
“Lhe ftraw is chitfly manufu@ercd mto hats, batkers, & A few women” 
in the town make lace. A manuladlure of whiting employs about 10 
hands, ‘The principal fupport of the mmhabitants, feems to be the great 
turnpike road, which pafles through the town, and which accounts forthe 
nitnber of inns and ale-houfes, 

The following were the prices of provifions at Dunftable, in September 
1795: becf gid. the pound; mutton 5d.; veal 6d.; bacon od.; butrer 
15.5 milk 14d, tho quart, (but lite fold) ; potatoes 2% the buthel ; bread 
18, 8d. the half-peck loaf; coals 1s. 10d. the buthel. 

Very large charities belong to this parith, which are applied, towards 
clothing, educating, apprenticing out children ; maintaining impotent and 
aged women; diftributing bread to the poor, &c. No fatisfaétory account 
of the money, thus annually expended, could be obtained. From various 
informanon, however, it feems clear, that in confequence of thefe dona~ 
tions, poor people from the neighbouring parifhes endeavour, by every 
means in their power, to obtair: fettlements here, and are often fuccefsful. 
T have generally found, that donations in money and other charities, eafe 
more the Rates of neighbouring parifhes, than thofe of the place in which 
they arc, a€tually, diftributed. 

Moft of the Poor in Dunftable seceive a parith allowance; the weekly 
penfions to 18 families, at prefent, amounts tof.1. 128. 6d. : ten perfons 
are in a poor-houfe, where they are farmed, at 36. 6d, each, a-week, The 
poor in the workhoufe have been farmed many years: the farmer finds 
vituals, and cloaths, &c. and has their earnings: thofe who can work, 
are employed in the ftraw manufaéture. The mafter of the poor-houfe 
does not obferve any conftant rotation of diet. No militia families are, at 
prefent, chargeable to the parith. 

Of four Friendly Societies in. the town, only one has taken the benefit 


of the late A of Parliament.

HOUGHTON REGIS, 


BY a late funvey, the parith of Houghton Régis was found to contain 
4340 acres, exdufive of about 100 acres of common, fituated at 4 miles 
diftance from the relt of the parith. 47 houfes pay the commutation 
tay; the number exempted could not be afcertained. The occupations of 
the inhabitants are, agriculture, ftraw work, and a litule lace-making. The 
prices of provifions, and the wages of labour, are nearly the fame here as 
“at Dunftable. There are 6 alehoufes in the parith. The average rent of 

_Jond is about 145. an acre. The land-tax, (which is, here, ufually paid 
by the landlord,) amounts to £. 434. 9s. od. which is about 2s, 8d. in the 
pound, Farms are from £.30 to £.150 a-year. Wheat, barley, oats, beans, 
and fome turnips, and clover, are ultivated. There are 50 or 6oacres of 
common in the parith, befides the rooacres above mentioned. The pa- 
rith is, nearly, all open field: but an application is intended to be made 
to Parliament, next feffions, for an inclofure bill. Harveit work here is 
entirely performed by men: Jabouters wives and daughters, do very lutle 
more, than drefs victuals for the family. A few poor women glean, 
make ftraw work, and lace. Tithes are taken in kind; they let for £.800 
ayear, One friendly Society meets in this parith. ‘There are here 2 
{mall Calvinift meeting-houfes ; the congregations partly belong to this 
parith. 

‘The Poor are principally maintained by « parith allowance at home. 
Lotz. 6% 04. amonth is paid among 32 out-penfioners, who have, 
mofily, families: 5 other families receive occafional relic Some money 
is likeewife paid to the families of militia men, but the amount could not be 
correétly alcertained. There is alfo a poor-houfe, ip which, at prefent, 4 
poor people fupported. The poor in the houfe were farmed till about 

a month.

8 month ago: the contractor, for maintaining them, ufually received 2 
a head, weekly, in fummer ; and 2s. 6d. in winter : laft ycar his allowance 
‘was raifed to gu in fummer, and 3s. 6d. in winter, About £.16 a year is 
paid out of the rates towards the county ftock. Affellments are made as 
nearly on the full rental as poflible. A Subfeription, amounting to £. 50, 
was diftributed among the poor, lat winter and fpring.

THE hamlet of Hamberthot is fitiated in the townrol Mitkyate:fiteet, 
in the parith of Studham, - It. contains about 120 acres, and 170 inha- 
bitante, “whereof a few are Anubaptifis: 15 hontes pay the’ commmtation 
tax; and 19 arc exempted; iin the latter is included an’ empty houfe, 
which would be- chargeable if inhabited. “The town of Markyate-ttrect, 
lies in 2 counties, and 3 parifhes: it is fitoated on one of the gteat north 
roads; atid chiefly depends upon travelters for Rapport, ‘This ‘place 16 a 
fingular inftance of the great inequality of the poor's rates in neighbouring 
parithes.. In Humberthoe, (which ison one fide of the ftreet,) they are at 
gs in the pound: but in the 2 hamlets on the oppofite fi fide, they are not 
more than 28. 6d. or 38, in the pound, The,reafon affigned is, that the 
hamlet of. ‘Humberthoe has very. little land, and a number of ruinous houles. 
The: inhabitants .are, principslly, innkeepers, common tradefmen, and 
thop-keepers: thete is, likewile, one farmer, a. few ftraw workers, and 
the reft are, mofily, agricultural labourers. 

‘The prices of provifions are; beef gt and 5d. the pound; mutton 6.5 
lamb 64 or 7d.; veal 7d. 5 ‘utter, rt; seat as, the half peck loaf; coals 
aad, and 2s. the buthél; patatoss, of which very few are fold, are 12. 6d. 
the buthel; milk <d. the quart, but very little is fold. 

The wages of common labour are 7s, 2 week all the year, without: 
jboard: In hay harveft, men receive ga, a week; in corh harveft 408, a 
‘month, and diet. The wages for ftraw work vary from 2s. 6d. to 125, & 
week according to the demand for the manufadtare (‘The chief artinle 
manufactured is ftraw hats, 

‘The rent of land is about 158. an acre. The: land-tax isf.3%. 18, od. 
and is collegted at 28. 344. in the pound, on the net rental. There is one. 
farm of £.8g a year: the reft. of the hamlet is let in-fmail parcels. “A 
compofition of from 38..to 43. ari acre is taken ia lieu of tithes. There are 
neither cammons, or open fields ia this hamlet. 

There are no friendly Socittigy inthis naighbaurhood, ‘The number .of

OF the extent and population of the townthip of Leighton Buzzard, 
no fatisfaétory account could be obtained : the regifters afford no clue to~ 
wards alcertainiog the number of inhabitants, as, of five hamlets, belong! 
ing to the parith of Leighton Buzzard, four bury, and one chriftens here, 
The following extrads, taken indifferently, rather indicate a decline in 
the population ;

‘There are 31 ale-houfes: 198 houfes pay the window-tax: the num- 
ber exempted, could not be made out, The occupations of the inhabi- 
tants are, agriculture, fhop-keeping, lace-making, &c. Common labour- 
ers earn from 6s. to 7s, a week, befides their breakfaft ; in harveft, they 
receive two guineas a month, and board: Lace-makers, generally, are 
paid from 8d. to 10d, a day: a few can earn from 18, t0 18, 3d, The 
prices of provifions are: beef, sd. the pound ; mutton, sd. to 6d, ; veal, 
6d. ; bacon, od. to 10d. ; butter, 11d. ; potatoes, 8d. the peck ; milk, 2d. 
the quart, The ufuual price of the half-peck loaf of wheaten bread was 
15, Od.: it lately fold for 2s.

‘may, fometimes, bappen to few tenants, but perfons who occupy their 
own eftates, are ufually rated, upon an old affelfment. 

In this tows, are 3 friendly Socicties, containing, altogether, about 100 
members, There is here one Quaker, and one Anabaptift congregation. 
‘Very few Poor are to be found among the Quakers; the realon of which 
feems,to be, (as a Quaker obferved,) “ that as foon as a member becomes 

drunken, or otherwife depraved, he is expelled from the Society.” 

® ‘Zhe Paor are partly maintained in a work-houle, and partly at home. 
49 pesfons are at prefent in the houfe; fome of them are old people and 
children unable to work. The boys are fent out to work for the farmets 
and a little dace is made by the: women, in the houfe. The whole earn- 
ings are about 50s. a month. 44 out-penfioners receive at prefent £ 4.

Wie extent of the parith of St. Mary, Reading, is eflumated at gco 
eres, 240 houfes pay the commutation tax ; the number exeznpted could 
not be learnt, The inhabitants are trade{men, farmers, agrwultural la- 
bourers, and manufacturers, but principally, the latter Sail-cloth, fack- 
ing or fack-cloth, gauze, ribban, and pins, are made here. The weay- 
ert of facking can earn 16s. a week; of gauze, from 158. to 305. a 
week; of fail-cloth, 18s. a week; fpimners of hemp are paid about 3s. 
aweek, Sail-cloth 1s the only manufacture that is brifk at prefent, The 
war, although injurious to other manufactures, affords full employment 
to this, Common labourers earn gs. a week. 

‘The prices of provifions are: beef, 4d. to 7d. the pound; mutton, 
6d.; veal, from sd to 7d.; lamb, from 6td. to 7d.; butter, from 
itd, to 18, ogd.; bacon, 81d. to 1od.; milk, afd. the quart; wheaten 
bread, the quartern loaf, 114d.; coals, 56s. the chaldion, 

Tarms in this parith are from £200. to £ 300. a year. Wheat is the 
principal produce. but every othe: common grain, and root, is here cul- 
tivated, The rent of land is from 30s. to 40s. an acre. ‘The land-tax 
is £656. 17s. which is atout 2s, in the pound. There are no commons 
or wafte lands in this parith, The numbei of inns or ale-houfes is 173 
the whole number in Reading, which confifts of 3 parithes, is 62. 

One third of the inhabitants of Reading is fuppofed to diffent from the 
Eftabhfhed Church. The various perfuafions arc, Quakers, Independents, 
Anabaptifts, and Methodifts: they have each one houfe of worthip fn 
Reading 

‘The Poor of this parifh are chiefly maintained jn a woik-houle, which 
wis ¢né€ted, about 20 years ago, at the expence of £ 1400 ; about 
£650. of which has been pad off. The huilding feems a comfortable and 
convenient lodging for the Poor, but is not always lufficiently aired. The

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lodging rooms contaln 2, 3, and 4 beds a-piece; the beds are of flocks, 
and feathe:s. In winter about 80 or go perfons are generally in the 
houie. The number, at prefent, does nrt exceed 70, moft of whom are 
children, and old people, ‘They are chiefly employed in Spinning hemp: 
2 looms for weaving lail-cloth were larely ereéted in the houfe. Some of 
the Poor are fent out to werk for the farmers. No regular account ix 
kept of their annual carnings, which are from £70 to £ Bo. A few, 
years back £ 160. were laid out in rcpairing fome houfes belonging #4. 
the parifh, which now produce £ 13. 8s a yesr. Abour £350. a year 
are paid to out-penfioners: 18. or 1%. 6d 6 the ufval weekly allowance 
to each. If their neceffities require more, they are, ufually, taken into 
the work boule, _

farnithed by Mr. Sturges, the prefeat incumbent.

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Irom 1764 to 1770, 212 males, and 220 females were born, of which 
#2 were baffards ; and 244 males, and 263 femaics were buried, From 
1771 t0 1791, Gs baftards were born. 

‘The amount of csch year’s Poor's Rate is accurately fet dowa in the 
above Table, bur the Lift column docs not corredtly denote the exact ex- 
penditure on the Poo, except inthe year 1787, 1788, and 17933 in fome 
sears, the imereft of money borowed by the parith is included ; ig 
cthurs, the chuge of tastiest omitted, 

This patith har, al prefent, a (linding overfeer, It is, generally, «I 
think obfuved, that flanding ovcucers keep down the rates more than 
officers, annually ele@ed ‘Lhe annual falary paid the overfeer is £ 30. a 
soar; the veltry clerk, £19. 5 the governor of the work-houle, £ 31. 108. 
and board ; and the fingcon, who attends the Poor, £ 18. 188. 

Donations amounting to about £ roo, a year, ave diftributed among 
the Poor, 12 perfons belonging to this parith are in different alms- 
houfes, and receive from 7d, to 21d, a week. 

Many of the laboming clafs of the community, here, poflefé very 
little economy, or forefght. It is not uncommon for a healthy young, 
fellow, who has ample means of fupporting himfelf, and family, by 
his own induftry, to requett his parith to pay the midwife for his fixit 
child. It very rarely happens, that a labourer fapports himfelf, wife, and 
2 duldren, without applying for parochial aid ; weavers, who can cain 
185. a week, do not hebtate foliciting relief, if a temporary ftagnation of 
bufinels curtails their common receipts, and reduces them to thofe difficuls 
ties, which alittle parfimony might have obviated. ‘Vea is generally wled 
here, twice aday, by the Poor: the other part of their diet is, princie 
pally, the beft wheatcn bread ; and, occafionally, a Jittle bacon; it is 
feldom {nfficiently boiled, and is thought to give them the fallow com- 
plexion which is much obfervalsle here, In point of expence, their gene- 
ral diet as much exceeds, as, in point of nuirition, it falls short of, the 
north country fare, of milk, potatoes, barley bread and hafly-pudding. 

In Reading are three friendly Societies,-who have all complied withthe , 
Jate AG of Parliament. The Rates, in the two other parithes of this 
town, are, generally, fomewhat lower than they are in St. Mary’s.

Expences and Earnings of o Labourers Family in the Parifo of Streatley. 

THE man is so years of age; has a wife and (even children, thie 
ofsvhom are out at fervice: the ages of the four youngeft, at home, are 
as follows; five, feven, twelve, fourteen. The two oldeft, who are 
boys, drive the plough, for fome neighbouring farmers. The two 
youngelt do not work, ‘The wife earns about 1s.

‘The earningsappear to be very high, bat'the expences are enofmous: 
it is however neceffary fo obferve, that the articles confumed, weekly, in 
the family, are marked at the prefeot prices, which, in fome in(tances 
are a third, and upwards, higher than they were a year ago. ‘The houfe- 
rent is paid by the parith, andl Yeveral well-difpofed perfons furifh the 
man with old clothes, and fometimes with fhirte: in cafe of ficknefs, he 
receives parochial relief. Befidcs this, the parith has lately adopted the 
phin of allowing 18. 6d. a weck to poor perfons, for every child, that is 
not old enough to work, This labourer has, in confequence, teceived one 
week's pay for his two younger children: his yearly receipt on this ac- 
count will amount to £7. 163. This mode of relief is to be continued 
as long as the prefent high price of provifions keeps up. ‘The great con- 
famption of bread in this famuly is very fuiking: their principal diet is 
tea, fugar, bread, cheefe, md butter: they eat bacon boiled, generally, 
once a week, The Poor here feldom tafte frefh meat, That very cheap, 
and nutritive root the potatoe, is very little cultivated, or ufed here. 

Disring the latt 7 years, the Poor's Rates were 38. in the pound, exe 
cept in one year, when they were 3s. 6d. This year, including the ex- 
pence of raifing men for the navy, it is expected they will amount to 63. 
or 7s. in the pound. 

Streatley is fituated On the banks of the river Thames, which works 
an excellent mill, and is wholly a farming parifh, about four {quare 
miles in extent; farms are from £ t00 to £ 300.4 year. Wheat, bar- 
ley, and oats, are the principal articles of cultivation. Very few cows are 
kept in proportion to the fize of the farms. The rent of land is about 
163 an acre, There are feveral acres of good common. Labourers in 
general, have their houfe-rents paid by the parith, The Thames during 
the winter feafon frequently overflows its banks, and continues in that 
fate for fome time, whereby the Poor in the lower part of the patith are 
‘often much diftreffed. There are no ftiendly Societies in the parith. 

In the neighbouring parith of Pangburn, which is wholly agricultural, 
the rates ate 3s. 6d, in the pound. The Poor are moftly farmed in this 
part of the country, July, 1795.

THE parith of St. Mary, Wallingford, contains about 30 acres of Lan 4. 
The number of houles, charged to the commutation tax, is 112: the num- 
ber exempted, could not be afcertained, The inhabitants are chiefly petty 
tradefmen.

The wages of common Jabouters are, fiom 8s, to 78, the week: the far 
mers do net appear to be much inclined to raile wages, but, ufually, allow 
their labourers provilions, at lef, than the felling price, during a deat 
featon, 

In the neighbouring parithes, farms are large; from £200. to £300. 
a year; and in the adjoining parith of Cholfey is a farm of £800. 
a year, in which there is a barn fuppofed to be the largeit in Lngland: 
it is sor yards in length, and 18 in width, and was the repofitory for 
the Abbot of Reading's tithes, who refided here in the fummer. The 
chief articles of cultivation are turnips, clover, barley, wheat, and oats, 
The crops, between this place and Oxford, are very luxusiant, In the 
neighbourhood of Wallingford, tithes are, moltly, compounded for, ‘The 
land-tax raifed annually by the town of Wallingford is £296. 7s. 10d. 
which is about 22;d. in the pound. 

The number of inns or alehoufes is 16, 

In Wallingford are 4 Diffenting congregations; viz. 1 of Lady Hun- 
tingdon’s chapels, 1 of John Wellcy’s, 1 Anabaptift, and x Quaker 
meeting-houfe. 

‘The contraétor, who farms the Poor, reccives £300, a year, for which 
he undertakes to fupply all the Poor belonging to the parith, with viduals, 
and clothes. The parifh pays dottor’s, and attorncy’s bills, Sze. The 
Poor are not employed in any manufagture; but fich as can doa litle 
work, are allowed to go out of the poor-honfe, wherein they are maine 
tained, by the contractor,

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The introduétion of a woollen or linen manufsdiure, would, perhaps, 
be ferviceable to this part of the country. A mixture of agriculture anc 
manufadtures, more efpectally, when the latter are (cattered through a 
country, feems to be the mof effeiual method of kecping the Poot in 
conftant employ nfent. Country manufaurers efcape the unmorahty and 
difipation, too much conneéied with large towns; and have this further 
advantage, thit, in the oceafional ftagnation, to which all manufaduies 
are [ulje2, or upon an unufual demand for aguicultwal labour, they can 
vary thei uccupauun ; a mode of hfe, which, (notwithRanding the masty 
national adv intages pomted out by the advocates for the div fion of labour,) 
feems to be, not more conducive to the heilth, than congenial to the 
natural dijpotition of mankind *.

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ccipts, in the years 1794, and 179%, are, nearly, the fu.ns affeffed. In the 
dithurfenents are included about £14, annudlly paid to conftables.

The prices of provifions are much the fame, as at Buckingham. ‘Ihe 
wvages, of labourers, are from 1, to 18, 2d. a day, with beer; but work is, 
chiefly, done here by the piece, and a man’s earnings, in this way, amount 
to rsd. or 18d. a day, Here, are feveral roundiincn in winter, who re- 
ccive 6J, a day from their employers; and from Gd. to 9d. from the pa- 
rifh, according to the wants of their familics. 

Farms are, from {'17. to £90. a year. Wheat, barley, and beans, are 
the chief articles of cultivation. There are about 3o acres of old enclo- 
fare: the relt of the parifiz is open field, ‘Tithes are taken in compofition, 
The rent of land ig from 18s. to 208. an acre: the land-tax is levied at 
about 2s. in the pound: in fome inftances it is paid by the landlord ; in 
others by the tenaat, There ate from 60 to 70 acres of common in the 
parifh. 

Methodifin prevails much here: feveral of the inhabitants are of that 
perfuafion, 
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‘The affeffments are faid to be upon the net rental. The Poor of the 
parith have an allowance at home. At prefent, 14 Poor people, (fevgral 
of whom have families,) receive £1. 175, 6d weekly. Occafional relicfis 
givento others Exclufive of the Rate mentioned in the book, the inhubi- 
tants were lately rated at £25. to bay bread forthe uleof the Poor, Latt 
winter, about £3c. were railed, hy voluntary fubferiptions, for the fame prrt= 
pofe. An annual donation of about £4. is likewile diftiibuted amongit 
indigent pariihioners. There are no friendly Societies in the parith.

Tams are fiom £ 60. to £400 a year. About 200 acres are arable 
lund, and cultivited with wheat, beans, and,oats; the remainder of the 
patith is guaftland, There are no commons, In 174; a hamlet belong- 
ing tothe path, containing about 400 acres, was endloted ; and in 1766 
the other part of the parith was enclofed. Upon the enclofure of the 
open ficlds, land was given in lieu of tithe. The tile of the Rates is 
chiofly afcribed ta the enclofure of common fields; which, it is faid has 
leffencd the number of faims, and, from the convertion of arable into 
pafture, bas much reduced the demand for labourers. An old man of the 
palith fays, that, before the enclofures took place, land did not let for 105. 
an acre, and that, when he was young, the name of roundfinan was un- 
known inthe yarith. It muft however be confidered, that, now a great 
pat of the labour done in the parith, is paid for, out of the Poor's Rate, 
in money given to roundfmen, ‘The rent of Jand is from a guinea to 
Aa ts+an acre.

4 PAROCHIAL REPORTS, 

Chefter is not remarkable for it’s activity in trade or manufaure, The 
people are, chiefly, fmall tradefmen, farmers, and labourers. Many fie 
milies of independent fortune refide here. About 30 or 40 people carry 
on a cotton work; about 100 are needle makers. Two iron founderies 
employ a few hands. 

The prices of provilions are: heef, mutton, veal, and pork, 4d. to sd. 
the paund ; butter, 15d. to r6d. for 2407.5; new milk, 2d. the quart; 
old milk, 1d. the quare; potatoes, 28. for golb.; wheat, 14s. to 158. for 
38 quarts; barley, 6s. 6d.; oats, 4s. to'4s. Gd. the fame quantity. * 

Labourers receive in winter, from ts, 4d. to 18, 6d. the day; in fum- 
mer, 1s, Gd to 2s. and beer. In harvelt wages.vary much, according to 
the demand; from +s. Gd. the day to qs, with 2 quarts of ale. Ther 
number of public houfes in Chefter is 135. 

The rent of land, near the city, is from £1. 108. to £4. an acre. The 
average rent may be reckoned at {° 1. 18s. The farms are Small, from £ 30+ 
to £ 100. a-year; hay, and paflure are, principally attended to. In the 
neighbouring parities, farms have, of late years, been much confoli~ 
dated. 

The Jand-tax is colle@ted in the different wards, and not in the pa- 
rifhes: it varies fiom 8d. to 2s. Gd. in the pound. Tithes are, partly, 
taken in kind 5 but, principally, compounded for. In the neighbouring 
parithes, they are, generally, taken in kind. 

‘There are no commons in the Chefter parifhes; nor any modern jn- 
clofures, except near the river Dee, where many thoufand acres of fand, 
(a part of which belongs to thefe parithes,) have, within a few years, 
becn broyght into cultivation, The improvement ariling from embank- 
ing, and inclofing, is here very vifible: tra@s, once the moft fterile, and 
unprodudlive, are now covered with abundant vegetation. 

No fatisfaGory information could be obtained relative to friendly So- 
cieties, of which there are about 3 or 4 in Chefter. They confift of 
7o to 100 members each, and have all had their rules confirmed by the 
Magiftrates. Their number, of late years, has much decreafed. 

Several friendly Societies broke up, in confequence of lofing their 
funds ; partly by the failure of a Bank, and partly by an unfuccefaful 
Canal near this town, in which thoufands of pounds have been funk: 


Thefe accidents alfo difheartened others. 
The 
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The different parifhes in the city were, in fome refpcs, incorporated 
by an A@ of Parliament paffed in 1761-*: Every parith, however, fi 
ports its own Poor, There isa general Poor-houfe in Chefler, to whici 
every parith can fend it’s Poor, upon paying acertain fun annually, for 
the maintenance of cach Pauper. The original intention was to have 
efablithed a houfe of induftry; a plan, which has, at different time, 
been carried into execution, continued for a few years, and then diop- 
ped. For the laft 2 or 3 years, very little work has been done in the 
Koule. The Poor-houfe is fituated near tle river; the lodging-rooms, aud 
other apartments are large, and well aired. There are 15 or 16 beds iu 
aroom: they are of chaff or flraw; but arc much infefted with bugs. 
‘There are no fmall apartments for married people, The Poor in the 
houfe at prefent, are chiefly aged perfons amd children. Old women {pin 
flax, and pick oakum. The children, at ten years of age arc fent out ap= 
prentices to Manchelter and other places. About 11 deaths occur, ati- 
nually, in the houfe. 

The affelments in the different parifhes vary much. The Rates laft year, 
‘were upon au average 2s. in the pound. The following table exhibits 
the prefent number of Poor, in the poor-houfe; weckly out-penfioters; 
the total of their weekly allowances ; and the amount of the rates laft year.

St. John’s Holpital and Abbey Court are extraparochial, Only one

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from Abbey Court; neither are any of their out-poor paid at the houfe, 
‘The Corporation connives at their fupporting their Poor feparately, and 
difpenfes with their paying their quota of houle-rent. Neither are the 
ont-poor of St. John’s Hofpital paid at the houfe, fo that an account of 
their number could not be obtained. The people of this towa find reat 
difadvantage from the parithes not having been completely united, when 
the AQ of Parliament, above alluded to, was paffed. Removals and expon- 
fixe appeals are continually taking, place between the parithes. ‘They allo 
fix the great numiber of annual guardians to be very inconvenient: when 
one (et of guardians had eflublifhed a manufa&ure, &c. perhaps at a 
gueat expence, their fuccoffors often viewed it ia a different light, and 
wholly difcountenanced the plans their predeceflors had adopted: fo that, 
although a manufsGure of cotton, linen, woollen, &c. has often been fet 
fn foot, it never continued more than 6 ui 7 years ata time.

Land is principally 
managed with a view to the dairy. The land-tax is £23, 16s. and 
amounts to about 1s. 2d. in the pound. This tax is, here, ufually paid 
by the tenant. Tithes are taken in kind. There are no commons: about 
16 acres were eaclofed 23 years ago. There are no friendly Societies in 
the towathip. 

The Poor have a weckly allowance at home. 2 guineas a-year are paid 
to the work-houfe at Kinderton. This ferves as a check on the Poor, be- 
cate, if any are refraétory, they are threatened with being fent thither, 
‘This Rep, however, has as yet been found unneceffary.

‘This townthip claims a fhare of Kinderton work-houfe, but fends no 
Poor thither, It pays 2 guineas a year Joufe-rent to the goveinor of the 
houfe, and agrees to pay 15. a week, for each Pauper that may be fent 
thither, 13 poor families me chargeable at pretent, and reccive weekly al 
lowances fiom 18, to 3a. each, at home, Several houfe-rents ate allo paid, 
From the year 1778, to 1783, the townthip was connected with the houfe 
of induftry ar Chufter: during thofe years, thg rats wore higher than 
whtal, which the people here aferibe to the mifconduet or milinrnagement of 
the clerk of the Chefler work-houfe, in making unreafonable charges on 
this townfhip ; upon the whole, the conncétion was found to be difadyan~ 
tagcous, and was, therefore, foon difcontinued. ‘The affiflments, at pic 
fent, are upon about two thirds and a little more, of the real rental.

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GWENNAP. 


. THE parith of Gwennap is ituated in the hundred of Kittian’; and 
is from 7 to 8 or g miles fouth-welt of Truro: its extent is neatly 4 fquare 
miles; and the number of inhabitants about 4000, all of the ell.blithed 
Church, They are, moftly, engaged in mining. The principal copper 
mines in Cornwall are inthis neighbourhood. In the parith of Gwennap 
the moft confiderable are, the Confolidated Mines, the United Mines, Poldice, 
Huel Unity, Huel Jewell, and frefavan. ‘The mining bufinelé is a lottery 
in which there are more blanks than prizes : the prizes, however, are fome~ 
times very high: the Huel Virgin in Gwennap was, perhaps, the greateft 
ever known, In the'firt fortnight's working, it yielded copper which fold 
for £5700.; in the next three weeks, and 2 days, a8 much copper as fold 
for {9600 To raife the firft mentioned quantity, the adventurers ex= 
pended not more than £100; to raife the’ fecond, a trifle more, in propor- 
tion tothe quantity. This mine has continued to be worked, with great 
profits to the land ‘owner, and adventurers, for more than 3o years. The 
number of people employed in the mines of Cornwall cannot cafily be afcer- 
tained. Including the fireamers, who are a diftinét body from the miners, 
the number of men, women, and children, employed in raifing the ore, 
wathing, lamping, and carrying it, is fuppofed to amount to 16,000 yer- 
fons ; of whoin at Jeaft 12,000 are capable of bearing arms, Thefe men 
are better paid than moft labourers in England'. Ordinary wages are 
about 40s. a month, : 

There are 8 inns or ale-houfes in the parith ; and 3 filendly Societies, 
containing, altogether, about 400 members. 

The prices of pruvifions, at prefent, are : wheat, 118, the buthel; barley, 
4s, Gd.; butcher's meat, 54d. the pound. 

Farms are fmall: the principal articles of cultivation are, wheat, barley,

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been enctofed in the common fields, within'the laft 50 years. The average 
rent of land is about 18s.an acre ; but itis obfe: vable, that here and in moft 
parts of Cumberland, an extenfive common right is attached to mofl arable 
lands, which, wnlefs this circumftance ig taken into confideration, are efti« 
mated much above their intrinfic velue. On the ftrong lands good wheat is 
produced ; and on the light and Jandy parts of the parith, barley, rye, peale, 
clover, tumips, oats, and potatoes, 1. cultivated . the two laft articles form 
the principal patt of the dit ¢f a Cambetland labourer. ‘The wages of 
dubour are much the fime, hor, as 14 the neighbouring parifhes of Kitk- 
olwald and Hetket This prnth contains 98 familics, of which 5 are 
Preflyy rentans ; and 434 inhabitants, molt of whom, with the exception of 
a few rufiic artifans, arc employed in agricuteure §0 houfes, (2 of which 
have about 6 windows,) pay the commutation tax, 48 are exempted, 

No book of parifh accounts could be met with: the expence however of 
maintaining the Poor is much higher than formerly, The prefent annual 
expenditure is about { 45. 18s. a year, which amounts to 10 d. in the 
pound onthe full rental Two removals into thiy parith, (ncither of which 
were contelted,) cook place within the lull zo years. The Poor are now 
farmed, with the exception of lunatics, for £49. a year.

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BROMFIELD, 


THIS pasith is remarkable for lying in two of the five wards, into 
which the county of Cumberland is divided. It is nearly, if not quite, 
ten miles in length from Faft to’ Welt; lying in a line parallel to the So! 
way Frith, fiom which it is (eparated by the parith of Abbey Tule; es- 
cepting at Allonby, its weftera extremity, where the Irith is one of irs 
boundaries. Its breadth nowhere excecds three or four miles; and in 
fome parts it is not mote than two. The whole parith contains twelve 
villiges, or townfhips, the church being nearly centrical. 

The foil, fiuation, and circumftances of this parifh are favourable to 
agriculture. ‘The cultivated land lets in general, one acre with another, 
for £1. an acte: which, confidering that it is more than three hundred 
niles from the metropolis, near no lourithing fea-port, or large town, and 
has no mines, no great works, or manufactories in it, feems to be a fufficient 
proof of its being well'adapred to firming, Land fo circumflanced feldom 
lets at an higher price, even within twenty or thirty miles of London. 
There ate no very confiderable cftates in the parifh; not more than two, 
or three, that are worth £300, a year. Formerly, the owners of the land 
in this parifh were in general the occupants; but this is no longer the calv. 
One half of it at Icaft is fuppofed to be now held by farmers, whofe farms, 
for the moft part, are not large, very few exceeding (100. a year: moll 
commonly they are about half that fum, 

The price of labour is certainly not low in this parifh, Day-labourers 
carn from 4s, to 2s a day, according to their merits, and the hind of la- 
bour they arc employed in; thofe two fams being the minimum and the 
iaximnm of the price of labour by the day. ‘The wages of men-fervants 
employed in hufbandry, who aie hired from half-year to half-year, are 
frdm g to 12 guineas a year; whillt women, who here do a large portion 
of the work of the farm, with difficulty get half as much, It is not eafy 
to account for fo ftriking an inequality; and Mill le(s eaty to jultify it, 

It is remarkable, that in this parifh, exclufive of Allonby, the number of 
inhabitants has varied but little for the Jaft hundred years,

So that, with fundry odd houfes, and fome {mall hamlcts, the inhabi- 
tants whereof are not herein enumerated, the whole population of this 
parith may be fairly eftimated at upwards of 1400. 

‘That the people might more conveniently levy and gather their ceffes 
and taxes, many of thefe townthips were long ago confolidated into little 
diftin& bodies or corporations, here called Quarters. Of thefe there are 
five in the parifh ; whafé hiftory, as tothe Poor's Rates, here follows: « 

About thirty years ago, the Quarter of Allonby and Weft-Newton 
paid to the Poor £16, per ann. twenty years ago, they paid £ 30. : at pre- 
fent, viz. in 1793, when this furvey was made, on an average, they pay” 
£60. per ann. This is an aftomithing increafe; and aot eafily accounted 
for. The Quarter of Langrigg, Sc. twenty-five years ago, paid £10. ; 
fifteen years ago, £20.; at prefent, £34, Bromfield Quarter, twenty

rith could not ealily be named ; yct, even,hete, it appears that wiehin the 
laft twenty years, the Poor's Rates have nearly doubled; this is the mi ic 
extraordinary, a5 there are_no manufaQories in the parith ; and mdod 
hardly any othet inhabitants in it befides a working peafautry. Much of the 
period herein {pecified has been bleffed with peace : neither have the people 
there becn vifited with any uncommon calamities; nor even wath vury 
hard times. Taking both men and women into the account, the prefent 
Rates here impofe a tax of fix shillings and fixpence per poll: and if rated 
by the aQual rent of the land, probably, about ning cuce m the pound: 
in Blencogo, only, it feems not to excecd fixpeme in the pound. All 
pethaps that is neceflary to add, is, that the expences of litigations, and 
yemoyals, are not included in this eftimate: and that there are no Box 
Clubs, or Friendly Societies in the parith ; and above all, no benefaction,, 
or regular annual charities bequeathed to the Poor, a circumitance which, 
it has been oblerved in other diftri&s, always has a confiderable influence

THE parith of Caldbeck contains, by eftimation, 52,800 acres, of which 
about 8500 are common. Of 1780 inhabitants, 156 are, mollly, miat 
ters of families belonging to different trades; 54 are miners; and the reit 
are employed in agriculture.

It is fuppofed this year's colleion will amount to £ 288., which fum 
is colle@ted at the rate of 1s. 2d, in the pound, on the full rental, The 
work-houfe was finithed in 1786; and the above-mentioned expences of 
building, &c. amounting to £1000., were paid out of the Rates of 3 or 4 
years about that period ; fince which the inftitution has produced a very 
confiderable faving to the parith ; principally, by difcouraging applications 
to the parifh : for, although it is certain, that in the work-houle the Poor 
are far better provided with the important neceflaries of food, clothing, 
Aabitation, and fuel, than they could be, by their moft induftrious exer 
tions at home, this mode of receiving parochial relief is univerfally di

St. Mary's Quarter contains 367 houfes, that pay the window-tax, of 
which number 170 are ftated to have above 6 windows; it is cRimated 
that not above ro feparate houles are exempted, It is however to be 
cobfei ved, that a great proportion of the houfes sue double tencments. The 
inhabitants are gentry, tradefmen, and manufacturers ; what proportion 
one clafs bears to another, it is not eafy to determine, 

‘The land-tax is collected by the purvey, at the rate of 1jd. in the 
pound, on the full rental. 

In Carlile are 6 Friendly Societies; 5 of men, and 1 ofwomen. One 
of the former is wholly compofed of men employed in the cotton ftan- 
peties, ‘The dates of their eftabluhment, and number of members in each, 
are, a3 follows:

‘The fund of this Society, confifting, at pre« 
fent, of £240. it is expedted, will be foon fufficient to enable it to aug~ 
ment it’s weekly allowance to &. A copy of the Rules of the Female 
Friendly Society in Carlifle could not be procured ; but, the following is 
a thort Abftraa of the Rules of a very fimilar Female club, eftablithed at 
er Healthy 
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Healthy women under 43 years of age are admitted, on paying 1s, od. 
entrance-money, 7d. box-money, and 1d. towards providing a doétor. 
A member of 3 ycars ftanding is allowed, in cafe of ficknefs, 5s, a week 
for the firft 10 weeks ; and 3s. a-week, afterwards; but no ficknefs, or 
lamenefs, in the time of pregnancy, entitles a member to relief from the 
Society; but if they are the confequence of pregnancy, fuch member is 
entitled to the allowance, to commence one month after her lying-in. 
£5. are allowed towards the funeral expences uf a member, and £ 2, to- 
wards the funeral expences of a hufband ; but a member cannot receive 
the laft allowance more than once in her life. Widows are allowed £ 2. 
on the death of a child; and unmarried members £ 2 on the death of a 
father, brother, &c. Members difclofing the fecrets of the Society, up- 
braiding one another, refufing to be filent, after due notice, &e, are lisble 
to a fine ; the framers of thefe Rules, which are very minute, fem to have 
entutained {trong ideas of the loquacity of the fex. "The following Rule 
feems well calculated to punith diffolutenefs of manners, among the temale 
part of the labouring clafs, If any fingle or unmarried woman, having 
had a child, before fhe entered this Society, fhall commit the fame crime, 
when in the Society, fhe thall be excluded; or, if any married woman 
fhall have a child in the abfence of her hufband, fhe alfo fhall be ex~ 
cluded, provided fhe cannot fatisfy the Socicty in fix months. Members 
of 20 years ftanding are allowed 2s, a week for life, while the fund con- 
fifts of £100, and upwards, For managing the concerns, and keeping 
the heys of the ftrong box of this Society, two flewarde(les are taken by 
rotation, and continue fix months in office ; two collectors, who are cho- 
fen by the flewardeffes, colleét fines, &c.: a beadle, and warden, (both 
females,) are likewife taken by rotation ; the former is the metfage hearcr, 
and the latter infpeéts the public affairs of the Society, to fee that the officers 
Aifeharge their duty, and attends the door, on club nights, A commit- 
tee, of fix women, is taken by rotation, from the rall, every fix months, 
whofe bufinefs is to determine all controverfies, to accept members, with 
the concurrence of the ftewardeffes, and to give their affent to the lend- 
ing or difpofing of money, or other things, bélonging to this Society. 
‘The club meets once a month at an ale-houfe in Wigton, the landlady of 

which is bound under the penalty of 2s, 6d. to find them good ale. 
In the Society marked No. 1, the bufinefy is managed by a committee 
T2 of 
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of 12 members: it has likewife it’s ftewards, treafurere, wardeo, and 
clerk, No perfon can be admitted a member, who is above 1 year of 
age. Sick members, who cannot work, are allowed ss. a week: the fick, 
who can work a little, are allowed a weekly fum, not exceeding 55, at the 
difcretion of the committce. Members 70 years old, are allowed 4s. a weck 
during life. £ 5. are paid towards the funeral of a member, The mem- 
bers meet monthly, {pend 2d, and pay 6d, cach, to the box, 

In another Socicty, fick members are allowed from 6s, to 8s, a week, 
according to the funds of the Society. From 1 guinea to £ 5: is allowed 
for the funeral of a member, The members meet monthly, {pend 2d. 
and pay 6d. each, into the box. , 

Caldewgate Quarter contains about 1200 acres of inclofed Jand, and 
about 400 acres of common. The rent of land varies from £1.to £5. an 
acre, Tithes are taken in kind: the compofition for tithe pigs, is 33. a 
litter, or 75. Gd. annually, for each fow, The inhabitants are, with the ex- 
ception of afew farmers, tradefinen, manufacturers, and inn-keepers, 136 
houles, whereof 18 have about 6 windows, pay the commutation tax: it 
is fuppofed, that not more than 20 are exempted. There are, however, 
a great nuinber of double tenéments occupied by poor families. 

‘Wages are extremely various, In this Quarter, there are two ftamperics, 
which employ about 55 men in the manufacture, as many boys, 30 womeny 
and about 30 common labourers: there are, alfo, 2 breweries, and 2 cotton 
manufadories, Journeymen ftampers, when in full employment, can 
earn a guinea a week in fommer, and 158. in winter: however, they each 
pay 28. a week to an affiftant boy. Apprentices receive ss. a week, during 
their firft ¢ years; and 7s. a weck, during the remaining 2 years of their 
fervice. Labourers in the ftamperies earn 7s. and 7s, 6d, a week. Women 
receive from gs. {0 128. a week, A good weaver, with conftant work, can 
earn 125. or 138. a week; but, in general, 8s, or gs a week, feem to be 
their ulual earnings. It thould be obferved, that, of late, manufacturers 
have not been able to get full employment. 

‘The diet of thefe people i is very different from that ia the furrounding, 
country parifhes: tea is fubftituted for hafty pudding ; and butcher's meat 
for butter, milk, and potatoes, 

This Quarter agrees with the proprietors of St. Mary's work-houfe, for 

the 
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the maintainance of their Poor: at prefent only 2 perfons, belonging to 
Caldewgate, are in the houfe. 30 paupers, 6 of whom have familics, re« 
ceive parochial relief at their own homes: among them are included 11 
baftards, for fome of which the Quarter receives 18. 6d, weekly, from the 
reputed fathers.

"THE parith of Caftle-carrock contains, by eftimation, 750 acres of culti- 
vated land, Goo acres of low common, amJ 1500 acres of mountainouy 
common. The number of inhabitants is 232; whercof 15 are artifice: , 
or manufaéturets of the common neceflaries and implements in hufbar- 
dry; 20 lime-workers ; and the reft agricultural labourers. No houle in 
the parifh has more than 6 windows: 31 pay the commutation tax; 
Lb are exempted. 

The greateft part of this parith remains in dales, or doles, as they arc 
called ; which are flips of .cultivated land belonging to different propric- 
tors, feparated from each other by ridges of grafs-land: about 100 acres 
may haye been enclofed within the lat 50 years, The land-tax is here 
collected by the purvey, and amounts to about si. in the pound on the 
fall and fair rental. Tithes are paid ia kind: lafl year tithe wool fold 
for 8s, 6d. the ftone of 16lb, The rent of land is, on an average, 18s, 
anacre.

The land is cultivated in 
the old Cumberland manner: the grafg ridges in the fields are from 20 
to 40 feet wide, and fome of them 1000 feet in Jength : grazing cattle 
often injure the crops. Great flocks of fhecp are kept on the common 
in fummer, and brought into the low grounds in winter. The flock of 
the parifh contifts of 1080 theep, 100 horfes, and 260 head of black cat- 
tle, of the Cumberland breed. There are no manufagtorics, great roads, 
or rivers in the patith. ‘The average rent of land is 14s, an acre. Oat- 
meal is paid in liew of tithe-hay and corn. Sheep, wool, &c, are tithed 
in kind. 184 acres of common have been enclofed within the latt 
50 years, 

Of 146 inhabitants, 7 are common artificers: the reft are employed in 
agriculture. 27 houfes, (only one of which has above 6 windows,) pay 
the commutation tax; 7 ate exempted, The inhabitants are chiefly of 
the eftablifhed Chureb.

HESKET 


THE form of the patith of Hefket is very irregular: it contains about 
19,200 acres, (whereof the greater part is common,) and is divided into 
four quarters, namely, Hetket, Plumpton, Stonfield, and Petril-Ciaohs ; 
there arer feven villages in the parith, called Hefket, Low Hefket, Ahet- 
yate, Nunclofe, Armathwaite, Old Town, and Cawthwaite, 260 families 
occupy lands ; 70 families are cottagers: the number of inhabitants, who 
with the exception of a few mechanics, and innkcepers, are employed in 
agriculture, is 11g0. They are, moftly, of the eftablithed Church. Many 
cottages have been pulled down within the prelent century ; and the fo'~ 
lowing table of births, burials, and marriages, exhibits a declining popu- 
lation, 160 houfes, (11 of which haye 6, windows,) pay the commutation 
tax: 70 are exempted,

and clover; fome potatoes are alfo grown. Rye, of late years, has not 
been much attended to in Cumberland, being efteemed a great impover- 
ither of the land.

full rental. No more than 200 acres have been enclofed, within the laft 
50 years; a large portion, however, of the parifh appears to have had it’s 
hedges planted a litile before that period. 

‘In harveft, men receive from 10d. to igd. a day, with diet: women, 
from 10d. to 18, with diet. A haymaker gets from bd. to 1s. a day, wih 
diet, In winter, till Candltmas, the wages of agricultural labour, are Sd a 
day, with viduals; and, after Candlemas, 1od, a day, with viéluals. 
Mowing gral, is 28. 6d. an acre. Ditchiog, from 4d. to gd. a rood A 
headman’s yearly wages are from £10. to £14. A next fervant from £5. 
to £10. a year a boy of 12 years of age, 258 ; a dairy-maid from 4. 
to £5.; other women fervants from £3. to £3, 108. 

The Poor's Rate was collected by the purvey, till about four years ago, 
when a valuation and pound-rate took place, The fum annually expend- 
ed on the Poor could not be made out; but the fams below are the an- 
nual colle@tions for the ufe of the Poo and other purpoles.

No accounts are preferved refpecting removals or certificates, An old 
man, however, who had ferved the office of overfeer 14 years, fays, that as 
near as he ean guefs, taking one year with another, about 5 removals hap- 
pen every 3 years; 3 into, and 2 from, the parifh, 6 or 7 contefts took 
place, during his continuance in office. 

The intereft of a donation of £50, is annually diftributed to the indi- 
gent, wha do not receive parochial relief.

KIRKOSWALD 


THE parith of Kirkofwald contains by eflimation 12,800 acres; of 
which the greater part is mountainous common. The parith confifts of 
two parts ; Kirkofwald, and Staffold divifion. In the former there are 654 
inhabitants, confifting of the families of 8 tailors, 3 weavers, 16 com- 
mon labourers, 1 cooper," 3 mafons, 5 fhoe-makers, 1 officer of excile, 
2 joiners, 1 furgeon, 5 blackfmiths, 1 butcher, 2 inn-keepers, 4 carpenters, 
3 paper-makers, 1 rope-maker, 1 grocer, 3 millers, 1 dyer, 1 fuller, 
40 miners, 1 {chool-matfter, and 1 gardener; all of which are of the Church 
of England, except ong Ptefbyterian, and one Quaker family.—In Staffold, 
there are 283 inhabitants: the families are; 1 mill-wright, 2 fhoe-makers,

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6 common Isbourets, 1 blackfmith, 1 gardener, 1 mafon, and 1 weaver, 
ull of the Church of England, except 6 Prefbytetians. ‘The total populae 
tion of the parith is 937. 

In Kirhofwald divifion 56 houles pay the commutation tax, of which 
8 have above 6 windows; and 78 are excmpted. In Staffold divifion, 4r 
houies, (4 of which have above 6 windows,) pay the commutation tax ; 
and 20 are exempted, 

Tenuments are from £ 30. to £150 a year: the cultivated parts of the 
panuh are very produclive ; fullowing, ming, and dunging being much 
atteuded 10 ‘The clay Jandy produce good crops of wheat, barley, and 
outs. in the lighter foil, turups have been introduced with fuccels. clover 
aid grals feeds are, ikcwilc, fometimes fown, Some lands let as high as 
45% an acre: the average, however, of the whole parith cannot be 
fated at more than 14s or 156 There are about 6,000 theep, (chiefly 
fhort Scots,) in the path. The average weight of fleeces 1s 7 to the flone 
of 161b, It is obfeived, that the higheft grounds, and coaufeft herbage, 
produce the heavielt theep, and worlt wool. Few cattle are bred for Gale. 
The cftates of the principal proprietors are tithe-fiee . others pay in hind. 
‘The land-tax is colle@led by the purvey, at the rate of about 2}d in the 
pound, in Kirkofwald divifion, and, in Staffold drvilion, at 23d, in the 
pound, on the full rental, There have been very few cnclofuics made 
within the aft 50 years. 

Ta harvelt men receive 18. and ts, 2d. a day, and viduals ; women rod. 
and ts aday, and vitals. ‘Threfhers, ditchers, Sec. earn from 48. to 5%. 
a week, and vials, The general employment of the female part of a 
labourer’s family, not only here, but in moft parts of Cumberland, is fpn= 
ning lint, or flax; when they are not otherwife engaged. All the corfer 
fort of linen ufed by the inhabitants, is chiefly manufactured at home, and 
is thought to be more durable than that made by a profe(fional manufac- 
turer, The wages of fpinners are, however, very inconfiderable : a wo- 
man muft labour hard at her wheel, ro or 11 hours in the day, to carn 
44. Whether the poverty of women engaged in this manufafture, is aferib- 
able to low wages, I fhall not, here, attempt to inveftigate; but the fact 
certainly is, that in the north of England, where Spinning is much attended 
to, many more women, than men, are neceffitated to folicit parochial af- 


fiftance.

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Befides the linen manufacture for houfhold ule, there i is a fall manu- 
faGtory of paper in the parith, 

There are two Friendly Societies; one, inflituted in 1758, confilts 
of 68 members; the other was eftablithed in 1783, and has 84 members. 
"Their regulations are very fimilar, and are foon to be fubmitted to the ma- 
giftrates for confirmation. 

Each divition feparately maintain it's own Poor: and does not join with 
the other, except in repairing the church, In Staffold divifion are the fol- 
following Paupers :

‘About 5 years ago, a ftranger, with a certificate, fettled in Kirkofwald 
divifion, ‘Three certificates are known to have been granted from it; but 
not within the lat 29 years. Within thar period 4 removals have occur- 
red; 2 from, and 2 into this part of the parith: none were contcited. 
One perfon was, likewife, removed from Staffold a few years ago, without 
occafioning litigation; and another perfon, within the laft 20 years, was 
received into it, under an order of removal: this was contefted, and colt 
the parith between £12. and £13. 
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
